Scientific study of c hild life- is more 
and more forcefully draw ing attention 
to the great im portance of early influ­ 
ences, Prof. W. I. Thomas and other 
psychologists agreeing th a t so im pres­ 
sionable are the first years and so 
nearly Indelible the effects of early 
influences that In order thoroughly to 
safeguard the future of childre n they 
should be removed from all evil Bur 
roundings before they have reached 
th e age of 3 months, says Vogue. Ac­ 
cording to these authorities the child's 
braih Is completely formed when It is 
8 years old (being short only In ex­ 
perience and practice), and lf this be 
true, since the m other is the c h ild e 
closest companion during 
these 
im­ 
pressionable form ative years, and 
creates its "ground pattern® of rfrrrr 
acier" almost from the m om ent of Its 
birth, It can 
readily be seen 
what 
enorm ous responsibility devolves upon 
h e r and how necessary it is that she 
be given generous education in school 
an d after life.
